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Lüscher’s colour test defended 
by leading psychiatrist 


D r Max Lüscher’s colour test has been 
in existence for almost twenty-five 
years but it is still the gubjeot of 
controversy among specialists, One of this 
country’s psychiatrists has now sprung to 
Dr Lischer's defence. 

During tests he conducted on healthy 
women and those suffering from 
depression ho was able to record 
remarkable differences tliat are of 
considerable importance as far as the 
correct treatment of mental disorders iş 
concerned, 

Dr F. Stöffler of Hadanrar Psychiatric 
Hospital conducted Dr Lüschers ei 1t- 
colour test on 36 woman patients he had 
been treating for depression. The women 
were asked to clıooşe their favourite 
colour from a list of eight — grey, blue, 
Fools red, yellow, violet, brown and 

ack. 


The colour they chose was thon struck 
off the list and they once agaln had to 
clooso their favourite colour from the 
ones temalning, This continued until encl 
of tho patients had arranged the colours 
in a list of preference, During the sane 
period Dr Stöffler conducted tle test on 
GÎ mentally normal woman to fom a 
comparison. 

His findings wero astouishingly clear. 
cut. The majority of tle mentally normal 
women preferred red and yellow while his 
Patients plummed for tle darker colours 
— brown, grey and black, 

e Red is considered the colour of love 
dıkl sex. It Indicates natural urges, vitality’ 
and a sexual drive, 

¢ Yellow is seen as the colour of the sun 
and liglıt. “Yellow is e joy at waking in 
the morning,” Dr Stöffler comments,

and group consciousness.” 

e Green is the colour of nature, It

In ceases of “Intemal failure” doctors 
ara unable te trace any external cause or 
physical disorder, This group includes 
patients who gradually realise that their 
performance is flagging over the course of 
months antl years and that the same work 
they once did effortlessly is now proving 
a strain. 

Irritabillly is one outcome, lethargy 
another. Patients of this lypo often give 
up all thelr interests, sit around 
apatlıe tically and are suffering from a 
state of lassitude by the ime they consult 
thelr doctor, 

This large group consists exclusively of 
middle-aged persons, mainly men be- 
tween 45 and 55 who have failed in 
professional or family life and are often 
admitted to hospital as neurotics, 

These are genuine cases of failure and 
oxperlenclng lt day in day out depresses 
these persons nore and more and finally 
causes them to n This sense of 
failure is caused not y the shock of ar 

outside event or even excesslye denıands 
but the yardsticks with which tho person 
Judges the world around him, 


Vitality decreases and Patients enter a 
stale of depression they consider 
permanent. They often apply for a 
disabifliy pension as a rosult, As a medical 
examination reveals no physical disorders 
and their mental condition is vague, 
doctors prescribe neurosis and the 
application is refused, 


Women who suffer the same state of 
depression but do not go out to work 
find it easier Lo mask these symptoms and 
overcome this mood of [ailure. The 
family too can often pronipt such an 
improvement ıi this condition by helping 
out in thie home and through sympathy 
that medical treatment is no longer 
required. Housewives are also less liable 
to cousull a doctor than for instance 
industrial workers enjoying the backing 
of lhe social insurance schetnes,

This stale of mental disconıforl is fast

Little titeralure has been written about 
fuligue and few investigations have been 
curlucted. The mystery is Increased by 
the fact that this stato of fatigue occurs 
wher a person works shorter hours, does 
lighter work or goes on holiday for a 
longish period. 

There are a number of common 
explanalions for thts reduction of a 
person’s vitalily. Nerves are subjected lo 
excessive irritation with tlhe result that it 
is harder to got to sleep and continue to 
sleep deeply than was once lle case, 

Television broadcasts continue until 
about eleven o'clock at night und fow 
people go to bed earlier as a result, Any 
persun who has lu start work carly and 
gt lıp at tive o'clock in the morming does 
not sleep long enough. 

There is also the question of noise, 
Once a person has gone to bed he must 
stil conpte with a variely of noises 
duniing frott the street below or from a 
neighbouring flat, 

But these explanations are of little help 
to doctors and researchers, Even jf 
doctors ensure that their Patients are able 
to sfcep seven or eight hours widtout 
disturbances, their stale of NEeTYOUS 
fatigue does not improve. 


Dr Funk of Homburg Universily 
Neurological Hospital in the Saar has 
examined the typical symptoms and 
causes of this new syndrome, Writing in 
the medical journal dedizinische Klinik 
he states: “An increasing number of 
patients admitted to hospital are 
diagnosed to be suffering from pathologi- 
cal fatigue, nervous exhaustion or 
depression . „. ," 

Dr Funk divides these patienls into 1wo 

main groups. Either performance slacke ns 
because demands were too high in the 
fist place (extemal strain) or the 
breakdown is due 10 tha reduction in 
vitality (to û certain extent internal 
falure). 
` The failure at school uf an untalented 
Pupil is one oxnmple of extemal strain. 
The unaccustomed demands of & new 
timetable or teacher exert such a mental 
and intelleclual slrain upon him that the 
doctor dlagnoses a state of fallgue. 
' There is olsa the case of the man who 
complains that he lıas too mueh work and 
that the boss pllos everything upon his 
shoulders. At night he {s exkausted and is 
Stl tired afler a night's sleep.

Carter ‘was the brainchild of a joumallst 

by the nanıe'of Johrı Russell Coryell who 

wrote the first storfes for the New York 

Weekly. After 1890 they appeared in

Interest was staggering. One serios sold 
fifty thousand copies a week in 1910. 
Thelr success was in no way impaired by 
the attacks of horrified schoolteachers 
and other critics who did nat reallse that 
the high circulation figures signified real 
public demand. . 

Nick Carter is the central figure of one 
of these sorics.
